If you ar 
not familiar with them, ju 
run down the list with m 
First of all, RTD sells montl1 
ly passes, allowing unlamitw 
one-zone riding. These passes 
sell for $12.00, with the Se 
ior Citizen variety going fc 
$9.00. The Shopper's Pass 
35c gives you ten (10) bu 
rides in the downtown Los 
Angeies Shopping Area. Sen­ 
ior Citizens discounts are 
good during the slack part 
of the day and evenings. The 
Student Privilege Card 
gives the studenU under 21 
a 50 per cent reduction. In 
addition, the 5 cent transfer 
can save you 25 cents on 
many combination fares. All 
this, and they don't even call 
it a white sale.
